If there is not enough time for 
a long snooze the airport’s balcony 
lounge can do for a cat nap. Here 
16 Danish-modern cots (no charge), 
equipped with blankets and cush¬ 
ions, have given a lift to many a 
intransit passenger.

Arctic Rock 
To Mark 

Stefansson’s Grave 

* * * 

OTTAWA (CP) — A dark grey- 
green rock weighing more than a 
ton has been flown out of the 
Canadian Arctic for use as the 
headstone on the grave of explorer 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson. 

The huge rock was found on Ellef 
Ringnes Island, some 1,000 miles 
form the North Pole, by members 
of the federal polar continental 
shelf project. 

It was placed aboard a four- 
motored transport aircraft and flown 
2,000 miles to Calgary. The rock 
now is aboard a traip headed for 
Hanover, N.H,, where the famed 
Arctic explorer is buried. 

Members of the polar shelf pro¬ 
ject found the rock at Reindeer 
Cape on Ellef Ringnes Island, near 
a point where Steffansson camped 
in 1917 during one of his Arctic 
expeditions. 

It had been hoped that a suitable 
rock would be found on one of the 
six Arctic islands discovered by 
the Manitoba-boifn explorer in 
1915-16 and claimed by him in the 
name of Canada.
